By Wireless 


No Difficulty in Firing Gun From a|Next Year a Shipment of Holsteins 


Spot 300 Miles Away 
At the Marconi station at Chelnis- 
ford, England, the other day a small 
mine of gunpowder was exploded by 
the use of an automatic wireless trans- 


mitter at Cambridge, 35 miles away. 


A member of the Marconi company 
pointed out that there would be no 
difficulty in firing a gun from a spot 
300 miles away. All the big guns used 
in the Passchendaele offensive could 
have been fired as easily from Lon- 
don as from Ypres. Paris could cause 
an explosion in Berlin by merely 
pressing a key. An airplane could 
wait until advancing enemy troops 
had reached a certain spot, and then 
explode a mine which would annihil- 
ate them, 

By increasing the range of the in- 
strument, this wireless man said, it 
would be a comparatively simple mat- 
ter for a man sitting in an easy chair 
in London to cause an explosion in 
|New York. All that would be neces- 
sary would be to leave in New York a 
receiver suitably hidden and connect- 
ed with a mine.

Great Opportunities for the Dairy 
| Farmer in the Province 
| Interesting statistics of ‘the dairy- | 


‘ing industry in the province of Brit- 
lish Columbia have recently been given 
by the minister of agriculture, 

There are twenty-two creameries 
manufacturing butter in various parts 
of the province, he says, four cheese 
factories and three farm dairy factor- 
ies for manufacturing fancy cheese. 
Of dairies handling or distributing 
milk or cream, or manufacturing ice 
cream, there are in all 45, 

During the past year the creameries 
produced 1,688,000 pounds of butter, 
valued at $1,018,197, In addition to 
this there were 630,000 pounds of 
dairy butter, giving a total butter pro- 
duction valued at $1,375,697, Apart 
from the 630,000 pounds of butter, the 
lauletes supplied almost ten million 
gallons of milk and 217,000 gallons of 
ice cream, The output of the cheese 
factories was 304,502 pounds, giving 
in all a total dairy production valued 
at $7,148,688, 

Great opportunities still exist for 
the dairy farmer in the province, how- 
ever, for British Columbia still has to 
import, among other things, the grea- 
ter part of her butter supply, as is evi- 
denced by the fact that almost $3,000,- 
000. worth of this produce alone were 
imported to supply the needs of her 
population, ,

From Canada Will Enter 
England ; 
A few years ago a shipment of 
Holstein-Fresian breeding stock was 
by special government permission al- 
lowed to enter England from Holland, 
and it is from these foundation ani- 
mals that the numerous British herds 
of this breed have been derived, It 
now seems that the time has come 
when it will be necessary to introduce 
fresh blood for the revival of these 
British stocks, and to that end it is 
stated that next year a shipment of 
Holsteins from Canada will be permit- 
ted to enter England, The cattle will 
require to be introduced on a special 
dispensation, for the British Govern- 
ment does not permit entry of live 
cattle in ordinary circumstances, 
Meats may enter. butlive cattle have 
to be slaughtered at special landing 
docks, the idea being to keep out dis- 
ease. As another shipment of Hol- 
stein-Fresians from the continent is 
out of the question, the importation 
of Canadian Holsteins is, according to 
the North British Agriculturist, to be 
allowed in over the fact that “fresh 
Fresian blood must be got if the breed 
in Great Britain is to be maintained.”

The rennaisance of France, after 
her devastation by the enemy, is be- 
ginning to be manifest, and when the 
“grape is full the vineyards wili smile” 
and a large part of France will be it- 
self again. So the French peasants 
are saying in their spring meetings. 
Facts support the optimism of their 
outlook. Out of 1,403 miles of rail- 
way lines destroyed during the war, 
France has made 1,267%4 miles ready 
for use by the end of September. Out 
of 1,160 destroyed bridges, she had 
reconstructed 657, Out of 672 miles 
of canals, 437% miles were ready for 
use by the end of August. Out of 
three thousand agricultural instru- 
ments destroyed or removed by the 
Germans, two hundred thousand had 
been replaced. Out of 550,000 houses 
destroyed, 80,000 have been sufficient- 
ly repaired to be utilized; 16,225 huts 
have been provided and 60,000 were 
in process of construction by the end 
of the past year. Out of 6,950 square 
miles of tillable land devastated, 1,540 
square miles have been made fit for 
cultivation at the same date, and 74 
million cubic meters of trench exca- 
vation have been filled in,

The world was given a surprise on 
Saturday,) March 13, by the sudden 
outbreak!| of a counter-revolution ia 
Germany. which had an immediate in- 
{tial success, the Ebert Government 
flecing from Berlin, first to Dresden 
and later'to Stuttgart. This counter- 
revolution was enginecred by the mili- 
tarists and the reactionary Prussians, 
anda new “Imperial” Government set 
up in Berlin under the chancellofship 
of Dr. Kapp,,who was one of those 
who oppésed the armistice in Novem- 
ber, 1918,'and‘ wished to continue the 
war after the abdication and flight of 
the Kaiser. He is a Prussian of the 
Prussians. General von Luettwitz, 
another Prussian, and one of the mili- 
tary governors of Belgium during the 
German occupation, was named com- 
mander-in-chief of the army. 

In an endeavor to defeat the aims 
of the military party, and a possible 
restoration of the monarchy, the 
Ebert Government called upon the 
Socialists and workmen of Germany 
to declare an immediate general strike 
and by tying up all means of trans- 
portation, coal mines, industries and 
business generally, cripple and nullify 
all efforts of the new Goverament; 
This was done, and with some effect, 
but at the time of writing ‘it remains 
to be seen whether the horrors of 
civil war can be averted. Conflicts be- 
tween the troops and the populace are 
reported from a number of places, 
Prussia may side with one party, and 
other states, like Saxony, with the 
other, thus leading to the break-up of 
the German confederation, 


Political circles at Ottawa are all 
@gog over the decision as to naval 
policy to be reached by the Govern- 
ment as a result of the recent report 
by Admiral Lord Jellicoe. In his re- 
port Lord Jellicoe declared emphati- 
cally for the establishment of a Can- 
adian navy, and discarded the old-idea 
of contributions of either ships or 
money to the British Admiralty, He 
submitted several alternative pro- 
grams for a commencement in the 
work of creating a Canadian  flect, 
these varying from one calling for an 
annual expenditure of $25,000,000 a 
year to one providing for an expendi- 
ture of only $5,000,000 annually. 
Which of these to adopt, or whether 
to proceed with any of them at the 
present time, is the problem before 
the Government and Parliament. It

One thing 
is generally admitted, and that is that 
Canada cannot, with self-respect, con- 
tinue to rely solely upon naval pro- 
tection provided by the already over- 
burdened British taxpayer. 


Developments in the controversy in 
the United States Senate over the 
question of ratification of the Peace 
Treaty and acceptance by that coun- 
try of full membership in the League 
of Nations point to a second refusal 
on the part of that body to ratify, 
with the result that the whole ques- 


tion will become an issue in the Pre- 
| sidential 


elections next November, 
thus largely overshadowing all purely 
domestic issues, Canada is deeply in- 
terested in the outcome, because of 
the chalienge made to Canada’s right 
to full membership and voting powers 
in the League of Nations by the Len- 
root amendment. The Canadian 
Government has made it clear both to 
Great Britain and the United States 
that it will never agree to any im- 
pairment of its rights as a member 
of the League, that it will refuse to 
accept the Lenroot amendment, and 
that if it is accepted by other nations, 
Canada will be obliged to withdraw 
from the League. Australia, New Zea- 
land, South Africa and the other over- 
seas Dominions of the Empire sup- 
port Canada’s stand, and it is incon- 
ceivable that Great: Britain will do 
Otherwise than support the conten- 
tions of the Dominions, which are 
founded on right and justice. 

In proportion to population and 
wealth, Canada did far more towards 
winning the war than did the United 
States, and by the sacrifices of her 
people, the heroic deeds of her sol- 
diers and her outpouring of blood and 
treasure, not only in the last year of 
the war, but from the day Germany 
flung down a challenge to civilization, 
this Dominion won for herself a place

12,290 Post Offices in Operation in

The report of the Canadian Post- 
master-General has been laid upon the 
table of the House of Commons, and 
shows a surplus of revenue of some 
$2,000,000. The net revenue for the 
fiscal year 1918-19 was $21,602,712.62, 
an increase of $257,318.20 as against 
an expenditure of $1,227,026.04. The 
surplus of revenue for the fiscal year 
over expenditures was $2,329,128.71. 
There were on March 31, 1919, 12,290 
post offices in operation in the Do- 
minion. New offices opened during 
the year numbered 130, while 462 sere 
closed, chiefly because of the exten- 
sion of rural mail delivery routes. Of} 
these, 31 new ones were inaugurated | 
during the"year, making a total of 
3,705 in operation.

‘German pre-war plans of military 
@onquest and world domination have 
mever been so frankly and strikingly 
admitted as by a certain Rhenish steel 
mantifacturer in a pamphlet reprinted 
recently in the Strassburger Neue Zei- 
.tung. 

This man, Herr Thyssen, asserts 
that the Kaiser’s war policy was de- 
veloped as early as 1912; and the pam- 
phlet, written before the revolution in 
Germiany, is all the more striking, ac- 
cording to the Living Age, from the 
fact that the author plainly admits his 
complicity, and seems to awaken to a 
consciousness of guilt only when his 
own money ‘bags are threatened. 

“When the Hohenzollerns wished 
to insure the support of the industrial 
and commercial world for the carry- 
ing out of their plans,” Herr Thyssen 
asserts, “the:latter were placed before 
us asa simple business proposition. 
We were invited to support the kais- 
@r’s war policy because it would be 
& profitable business for ourselves. 

“I admit at once that I gave my 
assent to the war plan of the Hohen- 
zollerns when it was laid before the 
leading business men of Germany in 
1912-13. I was forced to this deci- 
sion, as a matter of fact, against my 
own will, In 1912 the house of Ho- 


GPrerzollern regarded war as a neces- 


eity for the maintenance of the mili. 
tary system, upon the power of which 
the dynasty was based. 

“The advantages which a war would 
entail were painted to us in glowing 
colors. When one considers the ev- 
ents since August, 1914, these prom- 
ises can only be regarded as ludicrous; 
but at that time the great majority 
among us believed in their. realiza- 
tion. 

“To me, personally,” the manufac- 
turer continues, “30,000 acres of lana 
in Australla were promised, as well 
as a loan of 3 million at 3 per cent. 
for their exploitation. Other houses 
were promised economic concessions 
in India, if that country were conquer- 
ed by Germany in 1915. 

“A. syndicate _of twelve big firms 

- hadcbbscribed_a capital of 400_mil- 
ion for the exploitation of Canada 
Approaches were ‘made to every 
branch of the business world. Heavy 
indemnities were to be imposed on the 
vanquished peoples, thus relieving the 

tunate German business men from 
any burden of taxation for many 
years, 

“These promises were not made 
frivolously. On the kaiser’s orders 
they were set forth in the fullest de- 
tail by Bethmann-Hollweg, in the 
course of various conferences with the 
business world, and in many instances 
were personally given. >“ 

“I was present at one of these meet- 
Ings. The kaiser delivered one of his 
flamboyant specches, and if only one- 
half of his*promises had been realiz- 
ed most of the business men of Ger- 
many would have been enriched be- 
yond dreams even of the most avar- 
iclous among them. 

“The kaiser waxed particularly en- 
‘thusiastic over the project of the con- 
quest of India. “We will not only oc- 
cupy India,” he said, ‘we will conquer 
it, and the heavy tribute which Eng- 
Jand_has raised from the native prin- 
ces will, after our conquest, flow to 
Germany like a golden river. In the 
richest lands of the world the German 
flag will wave above all others. I do 
not make you promises that cannot be 
kept. They will be kept if you are 


M@Porepared to make the sacrifices which 


are necessary in order to bring our 
into the position to which she 
titled in the world, and which she 
hold. Whoever refuses his sup- 
port is a traitor to Germany.

Livestock in Alberta - 
Farm Wealth Is No Longer Com- 
puted in Terms of Wheat 
Alone 

The present prosperity of Southern 

Alberta is attributed in large degree 
to heavy marketing of livestock by 
farmers and ranches last fall. More 
than 100,000 head of livestock, mostly 
cattle, were sent to market, with an 
average return of $50 a head. This 
means that $5,000,000 in new money 
was brought into the district, all of 
which found its way into the regular 
channels of circulation. 
_ From August 1 to December 31, 
5,200 carloads, containing 133,000 
head of livestock, were shipped over 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, the 
principal railway feeder of this sec- 
tion of the province. More than 1,100 
head were handled a day, or at the 
rate of 40 carloads or one trainload. 
For extended periods, the livestock 
movement averaged more than 100 
carloads a day. It is estimated that 
more than half the shipments went to 
Chicago; 25 per cent. went to Cal- 
gary, Winnipeg and other Canadian 
points, while the remaining 25 per 
cent, represented shipments from one 
point to another for feeding purposes. 
Approximately 100,000 head of live- 
stock passed out of the hands of 
Southern Alberta farmers on a basis 
of cash sales. 

Western Canadian farm wealth is 
no longer computed in terms of wheat 
alone. It is estimated that the tota) 
number of cattle handled by the Win- 
nipeg stockyards during 1919 was 370,- 
000 head, an increase of 50,000 over 
that of the year before. The receipts 
totalled $35,000,000, The amount of 
business handled by the stockyards at 
Edmonton and Calgary was propor- 
tionately as great. The year was the 
greatest in livestock marketing that 
Western Canada has ever known,

Many farmers in Western Canada 
have made considerable money with 
sheep during the last few years, and 
two instances might be quoted here, 
A, B, Campbell has built up on his 
farm about eighteen miles from Ed- 
monton, Alberta, a good grade flock 
from ordinary range ewes, by using 
good, big, well-bred Hampshire rams. 
During the last few years his ewes 
have yielded more than thelr own 
value in woo] and mutton. His lambs 
generally weigh about ninety pounds 
in October, and sell from eleven and 
a half to fourteen and a half cents a 
pound, This means a return of from 
ten to thirteen dollars for the lamb. 
The value of the woo! from the ewes 
has averaged from four to five dollars 
each yearly. There are usually about 
one hundred and twenty-five lambs to 
each hundred ewes on this farm. 

The other case is somewhat differ- 
ent, but illustrates another way in 
which good profits can be made with 
sheep. H. Honens 
Oxford lambs at the stockyards at 
Calgary last October and sent them 
to his farm at High River, Alberta, 
The average weight of the lambs at 
the time of purchase was 55 pounds, 
and the price paid ten cents a pound. 
For some weeks they were run on 
the stubble and grass, and afterwards 
fed with hay and oat sheaves. After 
a little more than eight weeks’ feed- 
ing, during which ‘périod they mad- 
un average gain of thirty pounds, they 
were sold. After deducting all expen- 
ses, Mr. Honeng made a profit of 
$1,300. 

No expensive buildings are requir- 
ed for sheep in Western Canada, A 
good straw shed, open to the south, 
with corral enclosure, will provide all 
the shelter that is required in most 
parts of the country. 

The sheep industry in the Prairie 
Provinces of Canada is becoming in- 
creasingly important every year. More 
farmers are constantly getting into 
the business, while those who have 
already made a beginning are adding 
to their flocks as fast as they can.
